like your o\vn you cannot 
expect to 


have the underground conduit in the 
outlying regions, though 1 do not know 
why. all of our cities sisould not have 
the underground -coti<Xiit >!«• the-bus!"

Of. street railway service, he said:' 
"\Ve can forgive them for charging 


live cents, or even six cents, if they 
will only perform their service.

"Bvcry city must see to it that all 


of its transportation service is co-ordi- 
nated: into.a. unit, so that the whole

"The most important of the public 


buildings are the school houses," said 
Mr. Zuebiiri.

"The thing I wish to urge upon you, 


is to establish a

we saw a beautiful city complete. Your 
test talent in the city, business men 
architects, professional men and wom- 
en can give you a beautiful, successful 
city whenever they come together and 
say it shall be.

The tiiianclal standing of the nation 


at the present time is excellent, and 
tbe liiiiincliil management of tho na- 
tion's interests by tho government dur- 
ing the last seven years has shown tho 
most satisfactory results. But our cur- 
rency system is Imperfect, and it Is 
earnestly to be hoped that the cur- 
rency commission will be able to pro- 
pose a thoroughly good system which 
will do away wltU the existing defects. 


During the period from July 1, 1001, 


to Kept. 30, 1903, there was an increase 
lu the amount of money in circulation 
of $502,991,399. 
The increase In the 


per capita during this period was $7.06. 
Within this time there were several 
occasions when it was necessary for 
the treasury department to come to 
the relief of the money market by 
purchases or redemptions of United 
Ktutes bouils, by increasing deposits In 
national banks, by stimulating addi- 
tional issues of national bank notes 
and by facilitating importations from 
abroad of gold. 
Our imperfect cur- 


rency system has made these proceed- 
ings necessary, and they were effective 
until the monetary disturbance .in the 


. fall of 1007 immensely Increased the 


difficulty of ordinary methods of re- 
lief. By the middle of November the 
available working balance in the treas- 
ury hud Leeii reduced to approximate- 
ly 53,000,000. Clearing house associa- 
tions throughout the country had been 
.obliged to resort to the expedient of 
issuing clearing house certificates, to 
lie used as money.

bonds and $100,pOO,000 3 per cent cer- 
tifientes of indebtedness authorized by 
the act of June IB, 1808. It was pro- 
posed to rcdeposlt in the national 
banks the proceeds of these Issues and 
to permit their use as a basis for addl- 
(iomil circulation notes of national 
banks. The moral effect of this pro- 
cedure was so great that It was neces- 
sary to Issue only $24,631,880 of the

Refunding operations of the 


treasury department under the act of 
March 14, 1900, resulted in the conver- 
sion into 2 per cent consols of 1930 of 
5200,309,400 bonds.bearing higher rates 
of interest.

In short, during the seven years and 


three months there has been a net sur- 
plus of nearly one hundred millions of 
receipts over expenditures, a reduction 
of the Interest bearing debt by ninety 
millions, in spite of the extraordinary 
expense of the Panama canal and a 
saving of nearly nine millions on the 
annual interest charge.

Corporations. 


As regards tbe great corporations en- 


gaged in interstate business, and espe- 
cially Uie railroads, I can only repeat 
what 1 have already again arid again 
said in my messages to the congress. 
I bciicvo that under the interstate 
clause of the constitution the. United 
Slates lias complete and paramount 
right to control all agencies of Inter- 
slate commerce, and I believe that the 
national government alone can cxer- 
ciie this right with wisdom and ef- 
fectiveness so as both to secure justice 
from ami to do justice to the great 
corporations which arc the most im- 
portant factors in modern business. I 
believe that it is worse than folly to 
aitompt to in-nliiblt all combinations, 
as is done by the Sherman anti-trust 
l;iw. because such a law can be en- 
f"rced only imperfectly and unequal- 
ly. :in<j irs enforcement works almost 
as much hardship as ROW!. I strongly 
advocate that instead of an unwise 
cli'ou 
to prohibit all combinations 


Ilii-i-e: shall be substituted a law which 
shall expressly permit combinations 
winch arc in die interest of tbe public, 
lnn shall at the same time give to 
so'.ito nconcy of the national govern-! 
v.i.m full power of control and super- i

ciiiins entire publicity In all matters i 
which tbo public has a right to know' 
;ind. furthermore, the power, not by 
j';riicisl. but by executive, action to 
prevent or put a stop to every form of.'

The railways of the country should 


be put completely mder the interstate 
v.iinmerce- commission and removed! 


from the domain of the anti-trust law. 
The power of the commission should 
be made tnorougngolug, so that it 
could exercise complete supervision 
and control over the issue of securities 
as well as over tbo raising and lower- 
Ing of rates. As regards rates, at least 
tuts power should be summary. 
The 


power to investigate the financial op- 
erations and accounts of the railways 
has been one of the most valuable fea- 
tures in recent legislation. Power to 
make combinations and traffic agree- 
ments should be explicitly conferred 
upon the railroads, the permission of 
the commission being first gained and 
the combination or agreement being 
published lu all Its details. 
In the in- 


terest of the public the representatives 
of tue .public should have complete 
power to sec that the railroads do their 
duty.by the public, and as a matter of 
course this power should also be exer- 
cised so as to see that no injustice is 
done to the railroads. 
Tbe share- 


holders, the employees and the ship- 
pers all have interests [bat must be 
guarded. It is to the Interest of all of 
them that no swindling stock specula- 
lion should be allowed and that there 
should be no improper Issuance of se- 
curities. The guiding intelligences nec- 
essary for the successful building and 
successful management of railroads 
should receive ample 
remuneration, 


but no man should be allowed to make 
money in connection With railroads 
out of fraudulent overcapitalization 
and kindred stock gambling perform- 
ances. There must be no defrauding 
of investors, oppression of the farmers 
and busluess men who ship freight or 
callous disregard of the rights and 
needs of the employees.. In addition 
to this, the Interests of the sharehold- 
ers, of the employees and of the ship- 
pers should all be guarded as against 
cue another. To give any one of them 
undue and improper consideration is 
to do' Injustice to the others. 
Rates 


must be made as low as Is compatible 
with, giving proper returns to all the 
employees pf the railroad, from the 
highest to the lowest, and proper re- 
turns to the shareholders, but they 
must not, for Instance, .be reduced in 
such fashion as to necessitate a cut 
in the Swages of the employees or tho 
abolition of the proper and.legitimate 
profits of honest shareholders. 


Telegraph and telephone companies 


engaged In interstate business should 
be put under the Jurisdiction of the in- 
terstate commerce commission. 


It Is very earnestly to be wished that 


our people, through their representa- 
tives, should act in this matter. It is 
hard to say whether most damage to 
the country nt large would come from 
entire failure on the part of the public 
to supervise and control the actions of 
the great corporations or from the ex- 
orcise of the necessary governmental 
power |u a way which would do Injus- 
tice and wrpng to the corporations. 
Both the preachers of an unrestricted 
Individualism and the preachers of an 
oppression which would deny to able 
men of business the Just reward of 
their initiative and business sagacity 
are advocating policies that would be 
fraught with the gravest harm to the 
whole country. To permit every law- 
less capitalist, every1 law defying cor- 
poration, to take any action, no mat- 
ter how Iniquitous, in the effort to se-' 
cure an Improper profit and to build 
up privilege would be ruinous to the : 
republic and would mark the abandon- 
aicnt of the effort to secure in the In- : 


diistrial world the spirit of democratic ' 
fair dealing. 
On the other hand, to 


attack these wrongs in that spirit uf 
demagogy which can see wrong only 
when committed by the man of wealth 
and is dumb and blind in the presence 
of wrong committed against men of 
property or by men of no' property is 
exactly as evil as corruptly to defend 
the wrongdoing of men of wealth. 
The war we wage must be waged' 
against misconduct, against wrongdo- 
ing, wherever it Is found, and \ve must 
stand heartily for the rights of every 
decent man, whether he be a man o'f 
great wealth or a man who earus bis 
livelihood as a wagcworker or a tiller 
of the soil. 
: 


It is to the interest of all of us that 


there should be a premium put upon 
individual initiative and individual ca- 
pacity and an ample reward for the 
great directing Intelligences alone com- 
petent to manage the great business 
operations of today. It is well to keep 
in mind that exactly as the anarchist 
is the worst enemy of liberty and the 
reactionary the worst enemy of order 
so the men who defend the rights of 
property have most to fear from the 
wrongdoers of great wealth, and the 
men who are championing popular 
rights have most to fear from tbe 
demagogues who in the name of popu- 
lar rights would do wrong to and op- 
press honest business men, honest men 
of wealth, for the success of either 
type of wrongdoer necessarily invites 
a violent reaction against the cause tbe 
wrongdoer 
nominally 
upholds. 
In 


point of danger to the nation there is 
nothing to choose between, on tho one 
hand, the corruptlonlst. the bribe giver, 
the bribe taker, the man who employs 
bis great talent to swindle his fello'w 
citizens on a largo scale, and. on the 
other hand, tho preacher of 
class 


hatred, the m;m who. whether from 
ignorance or from willingness to sac- 
rifice bis country to his ambition, per- 
suades well meaning but wrong head- 
ed men to try to destroy tbe Instru- 
ments 
upon 
whfch our 
prosperitv 


mainly rests. Let each group of men 
beware of and guard against tbe short- 
comings to which that group is it- 
self most liable. 
Too often we see 


the business community In a spirit of 
unhealthy class consciousness deplore 
the effort to hold to account under the 
law the wealthy men who in their 


maunscuient of great corporations, 
wnellier.'rallroads, street railways or 
Other Industrial enterprises, have be- 
haved' in a way tbat revolts the con- 
science of the plain, decent people, 
bucti an attitude cannot be condemned

should recognize that they Jeopardize

M?Uls of Pr°P«ty when they fall 
heartily to join in the effort to do 
away with the abuses of wealth 
On 


the other hand, those wbo advocate 
proper control on behalf of the public 
through the state, of these great cor- 
porations and of the wealth engaged 
on a giant scale In business operations 
must ever keep in mind that unless 
they do scrupulous justice to the cor- 
poration, unless they permit ample 
profit, and cordially encourage capable 
men of business so long as thev act 
with honesty, they arc striking a't the 
root of our national well being for In 
tbe long run, under tiic m«re pressure 
of material distress, the people as a 
whole would probably go back to the 
reign of an unrestricted individualism 
rather than submit lo a control by 
the state so drastic and so foolish, con- 
ceived In a spirit of such unreasonable 
and narrow hostility to wealth, as to 
prevent business operations from be- 
ing profitable and therefore to bring 
ruin upon the entire business com- 
munlty and ultimately upon the en- 
tire body of citizens. 


The opposition to government con- 


trol of these great corporations makes 
Its most effective effort in the shape 
of an appeal to tbe old doctrine of 
states'- rights. 
Of course there aro 


many sincere men who now believe In 
unrestricted individualism in business, 
just as there were formerly many slu- 
cere wen who believed in, slavery— 
that |s, in the unrestricted right of'an 
individual to own another individual. 
These men do not by themselves have 
great weight, however. The effective 
fight against 
adequate government 


control :Jnd supervision of Individual, 
and especially of corporate, wealth en- 
gaged In interstate business Is chiefly 
done under cover, and .especially un- 
der cover of an appeal to states' 
rights. It is not at all infrequent to 
read in the same speech a deminc-Ift- 
tion of predatory wealth fostered by 
special privilege and defiant of both 
the public welfare and law of the 
land and n denunciation of centraliza- 
tion In tho central government of the 
power to deal with this centralized 
and organized wealth. Of course the 
policy set forth in such twin denuncia- 
tions amounts to absolutely nothing, 
for the first half is nullified by the 
second half. Tbo chief reason among 
the many sound nnil compelling rea- 
sons that led to the formation of the 
national government was the absolute 
need that the Union and not tha sev- 
eral states should deal with interstate 
and foreign commerce, and the power 
to deal with interstate commerce was 
granted absolutely 
and plenarlly to 


the central government and was,exer- 
cised completely as regards the only 
Instruments of interstate, commerce 
known in those days—the waterways, 
the highroads—as well as the partner- 
ships of Individuals who then conduct- 
ed all of what business there was. 


Interstate commerce is now chiefly 


conducted by railroads, and the great 
corporation has supplanted the mass 
of small partnerships or individuals. 
The proposal to make the national 
government supreme over, and there- 
fore to give It complete..control over, 
the railroads and other instruments of 
interstate coruinerce Is merely a pro- 
posal to carry out lo the letter one of 
the prime purposes, if not the prime 
purpose, for which tbe constitution 
was founded. 
It does not represent 


centralization. 
It represents merely 


the acknowledgment of the patent fact 
that centralization has already,come 
In business. If this irresponsible out- 
side business power is to be controlled 
In the interest of the general public 
It can only be controlled in one way, 
by giving adequate power of control to 
the one sovereignty capable of exer- 
cising such power—the national gov- 
ernment. Forty or fifty separatestnte 
governments 
cannot 
exercise that 


power over corporations doing busi- 
ness In most or all of them, first, be- 
cause they absolutely lack the author- 
ity to deal with interstate business in 
any form and, second, because of the 
jncvitablc conflict of authority sure to 
arise in the effort to enforce different 
kinds of state regulation, often incon- 
sistent with one another and some- 
times oppressive in themselves. Such 
divided authority cannot regulate com- 
merce with wisdom and effect. 
Tbe 


central government is the only power 
which without oppression can never- 
theless 
thoroughly and 
adequately 


control and supervise the large cor- 
porations. 
To abandon the effort for 


national control means to abandon the 
effort for all adequate control and 
yet to rentier likely continual bursts of 
action by state legislatures, which 
cannot achieve the purpose sought for, 
but which can do a great deal of dam- 
age to the corporation without confer- 
ring any real benefit on tbe public. 


1 believe tbat the more farsighted 


corporations are themselves coming to 
recognize tbe unwisdom of the violent 
hostility they have displayed during 
the last few years to regulation and 
control by the national government of 
combinations engaged 
in 
interstate 


business. 
The truth is that we who 


believe in this movement of asserting 
and exercising a genuine control in the 
public interest over these grout corpo- 
rations have to contend against two 
pets or enemies, who. thungh nominal- 
ly opposed to one another, are really 
allies in preventing a proper solution 
of tho prob'cm. 
There are, first, the 


big corporation raen and tho extreme 
individualists 
among 
business men' 


who genuinely believe in utterly un- 
regulated business—that Is, In the reign 
of plutocracy—and, second, the men 
who, 
being blind to the economic 


movements of the day. believe in a 
movement of repression rather than of 
regulation of corporations and who de- 
nounce both the power of tne railroads 


and the exercise of the federal power 
which aloue can really control'tbu rail- 
roads. Those who believe in efficient 
national control, on the other baud, do 
not in the least object' to combinations, 
do not in the least object to concentra- 
tion In business administration. 
On 


the contrary, they favor both, with tbe 
all Important proviso that there shall be 
such publicity about their workings 
and such thoroughgoing control over 
them as to insure their being in the 
interest and not against the Interest of 
the general public. We do not object 
to the Concentration of wealth and ad- 
ministration, but we do believe in the 
distribution of the wealth in profits to 
the real owners and in securing 10 the 
public the fun benefit of the concen- 
trated administration. We believe that 
with concentration in administration 
there can come both the advantage of 
a larger ownership and of a more 
equitable distribution of profits and at 
(he same time a better service to the 
commpnwealth. 
We believe that the 


administration should be for the benefit 
of the many and that greed and rascal- 
ity practiced on a large scale should 
be punished as relentlessly as If prac- 
ticed on a small scale. 


We do not for a moment believe tbat 


the problem will be solved by any 
short and easy method. The solution 
will come only by pressing various con- 
current remedies. Some of these reme- 
dies must He outside tbe domain of 
all government. 
Some must -be out- 


side 
the 
domain 
of 
the 
federal 


government. 
But there is legisla- 


tion which the federal government 
alone can enact and which Is abso- 
lutely vital in order to secure the at- 
tainment of our purpose. Many laws 
are needed. 
There should be regula- 


tion by the national government of the 
great interstate corporations, including 
a simple method of account keeping, 
publicity, supervision of tbe issue of 
securities, abolition of rebates and Of 
special privileges. 
There should -be 


short time franchises for all corpora- 
tions engaged in public business, In- 
cluding the corporations which get 
power from water rights. There should 
be national ns well as state guardian- 
ship of mines and forests. The labor 
legislation 
hereinafter 
referred 
to 


should -concurrently be enacted Into 
law. 


To accomplish this means, of course, 


n certain Increase in the use of, not 
the creation of, power by the central 
government. The power already ex- 
ists. It does not have to be created 
The only question is .whether It shall 
be used or left idle, and meanwhile 
the corporations over which the pow- 
er ought .to be exercised will not re- 
main idle. 
Let those who. object to 


this Increase in tbe use of the only 
power available, the national power, 
be frank and admit openly that they 
propose to abandon any effort to con- 
trol the great business .corporations 
and to exercise supervision over the 
accumulation 
and 
distribution' of 


wealth, for such supervision and con- 
trol can only come through this par- 
ticular kind of increase of power. We 
ho more bel(eve in that empiricism 
which •demands absolutely unrestrain- 
ed individualism than we do in that 
empiricism which clamors for a dead- 
ening socialism, which would' destroy 
all individual initiative and would ruin 
the country with a completeness that 
not even an unrestrained individual- 
ism itself could achieve. The danger 
to American democracy lies not in the 
least in the concentration of adminis- 
trative power In responsible and ac- 
countable bands. It lies In having the 
power insufficiently concentrated, so 
that no one can be held responsible to 
the people for its use. Concentrated 
power is palpable, visible, responsible, 
easily reached, quickly held to account. 
Power scattered through many admin- 
istrators, many legislators, many men 
•who work behind and through" legis- 
lators and administrators, is impalpa- 
ble, Is unseen, is irresponsible, cannot 
be reached, cannot be held to account. 
Democracy is in peril wherever the 
administration of political power is 
scattered among a variety of men who 
work in secret, whose very namos are 
unknown to the common people. It Is 
not in peril from any man wbo derives 
authority from the people, who exer- 
cises It in sigbt of the people and who 
is from time to time compelled to give 
an account of Us exercise to tbe peo- 
ple. 


Labor. 


There are many matters affecting la- 


bor and the status of the wageworker 
to which I should like to draw youi 
attention, but an exhaustive discussion 
of tbe problem in all its aspects is not 
now necessary. This administration is 
nearing its end, and, moreover, under 
our form of government the solution of 
the problem depends upon the action 
of the'states as much as upon the ac- 
tion of the natiou. Nevertheless there 
are certain considerations which I wish 
to set before you, because I hope that 
our people will more ami more keep 
them in mind. A blind and ignorant 
resistance to every effort for the re- 
form of abuses and for the readjust- 
ment of society to modern indusirial 
conditions represents not true conserv- 
atism, but an incitement to tho wild- 
est 
radicalism, for wise radicalism 


and 
wise conservatism go bum! in 


hand, one bout on progress, the other 
bent on seeing tbat no change is made 
unless In the riirht direction. I beiievn 
In a steady odor:, or perhaps it would 
be more accurate to say in ?'e;idy ef- 
forts in many different tlirecMiins, to 
bring about a condition of aiTnirs un- j 
'ler which tlu< men who work with | 
hand or with ><v.iin. the laborers, tho i 
*uperintor,-!cnis. tbe moil who produce ! 
for the marke; «ml tho r.K-:i who find i 
a market for i!;c article? produced, 
shall own a far greater share than at 
present of the wealth they produce 
and be-enabled to invest it in the tools 
8nd Instruments by which all work Is 
carried on. As far as possible I hope 
to see a frank recognition of the ad- 
jutages centered by m.-ichlnery, or- 
ganization and division of labor, ac- 


companied by an effort to bring about 
a larger share In the ownership by 
wageworkcr of railway, mill anil fac- 
tory. 
In farmlug this simply means 


that we wish to see tho farmer own 
his own land 
We do not wish to see 


t!ie farms so large that they become 
the 
property 
of absentee "landlords 


n'ho farm tbeui by tenants nor yet so 
small that the (armor becomes like a 
European peasant. 


Again, the depositors In our savings 


banks now number over one-tenth of 
our entire population. These are all 
capitalists, who, through (he savings 
banks, loan th0),. raonc.y to ^f wot^ers 
-that is, in m,u,y cascs (0 themselves— 
to curry on their various industries. 
The more we increase their number 
the more we introduce the principles 
of co-operation Into our Industry. liv- 
ery increase in the number of small 
stockholders in corporations is a good 
thing for the same reasons, ami where 
the employees are the stockholders tbe 
result is particularly j-ood. Very much 
of this triuvemeiit must bo outside'of 
anything that can be accomplished by 
legislation, but legislation can do a 
good deal. Postal savings banks will 
make It easy for tho poorest to keep 
their savings In absolute safety. 
The 


regulation of the national highways 
must be such that they shall serve all 
people with equal justice. Corporate 
finances must be supen-ifed so as to 
make it far saf.jr than at present for 
the man of small means to invest his 
money in stocks. There must bo pro- 
hibition of child labor, diminution of 
woman labor, shortening of hours of 
all mechanical labor, stock watering 
should be prohibited and stock gam- 
bling, so for as Is possible, discouraged. 
There should be a progressive luhcr- 
itance tax on large fortunes. 
Indus, 


trial education should be encouraged 
As far as possible we should lighten 
the burden of taxation on the small 
man. We should put a premium upon 
thrift, hard work and business energy, 
but these qualities cease to be the main 
factors In accumulating a fortune Ion" 
before that fortune reaches a point 
where it would be seriously affected l>y 
any inheritance tax such as 1 propose" 
It is eminently right that the nation 
should fix the terms upon which the 
groat fortunes are inherited. 
They 


rarely do good,; and they often do 
harm to thosixjvho Inherit them in 
their entirety. S? 


Protection For Wageworkers. 


Tho above is Urn merest sketch 


hardly even a sketch In outline, of the 
reforms for wbk-h we should work. 
But there Is one matter with which 
the congress should deal at this ses- 
sion. There should no longer he any 
paltering with the question of taking 
care of the wageworkers who, under 
onr present Industrial system, become 
killed, crippled or worn out as part of 
the regular incidents of a given busi- 
ness. 
The majority of wageworkers 


must have their rights secured for 
them by state action, but the national 
government should legislate in thor- 
oughgoing and farreachiiig fashion, 
not only for all employees of the na- 
tional government, but for all persons 
encaged In interstate commerced 
Tbe 


object sought for could be nchlored 
to a measurable degree, as far as 
those killed or crippled are concerned, 
by proper employers' liability laws. 
As far as concerns those who have 
been worn out, I call your attention to 
tbe fact that definite steps toward 
providing old age pensions have been 
taken in many of our private indus- 
tries. 
These may be' indefinitely ex- 


tended through voluntary association 
and contributory schemes or through 
the agency of savings banks, as under 
tho recent Massachusetts plan. 
To 


strengthen these practical measures 
should be our immediate duty. It Is 
not at present necessary to consider 
the larger and more general govern- 
mental schemes that most European 
governments have found themselves 
obliged to adopt. 


Our present system, or, rather, no 


system, works dreadful wrong and is 
of benefit, lo only one class of people 
-the 
lawyers. When a workman is 


Injured what he needs is not an ex- 
pensive am] doubtful lawsuit, but the 
certainty of relief through immediate 
administrative action. The number of 
accidents which result in the death or 
crippling of wageworkers in the Union 
at large is simply appalling. In a very 
few years it runs up a total fllr in ex- 
cess of the aggrcg-.uo of the dead and 
wounded hi any modern war 
No 


academic theory about "freedom "of 
contract" or "constitutional liberty to 
contract" should be permitted to In- 
terfere with this ami similar move- 
ments..

Probably In no other re- 


speci Is our legislation, both state and 
national, so far behind practically tbe 
entire civilized world as In Ihe matter 
of liability and compensation for ac- 
cidents in industry. H is humiliating 
that at European international con- 
gresses on accidents the United States 
should be singled out as tho most be- 
lated among the nations in respect to 
employers' liability legislation. This 
government Is Itself a large employer 
of labor, and in its dealings with "its 
employees It should set a standard in 
this country which would place it on 
a par with the most progressive coun- 
irles in Europe. 
The laws of the 


United States in this respect and tbe 
laws of European countries have been 
summarized in a recent bulletin of the 
bureau of labor, and no American who 
reads this summary can fail to be 
struck by the great contrast between 
our practices and theirs-a contrast 
not In any sense to our credit. 


Tbe congress should without farther 


delay pass a model employers' liabllltv 
law for Ihe District of Columbia. The 
employers' liability act recently de- 
clared unconstitutional on -account of 
apparently including in its provisions 
employees engaged In intrnstate com- 
merce as well as those engaged in in- 
terstate commerce has been held by 
the local courts to be still in effect so 
far as its provisions apply to the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. There should be no 
ambiguity on this point. If there is 
any doubt on the subject the law 
should be re-enacted, with special ref- 
erence to the District of Columbia. 
This act, however, applies only to em- 
ployees of common carriers. In all 
other occupations the -liability law of 
the District is the old common law. 
The severity and injustice of the com- 
mon law In this matter have been in 
some degree or another modified in 
the majority, of our states, and the 
only jurisdiction under the exclusive 
control of the congress should be 
ahead ABd not behind the states of the 
Union. Iff this respect. A comprehen- 
sive employers' liability law should bo 
passed for the District of Columbia.

This is a 


most healthy truth, which it is wise 
for all our people to learn. Any move- 
ment based on that class hatred which 
at times assumes the name of "class 
consciousness" Is certain ultimately to 
fall and, if it temporarily succeeds, to 
do fnrreaching damage. 
"Class con- 


sciousness" where it is merely another 
name for the odious vice of class 
selfishness is equally noxious whether 
In an employer's association or in a 
workiugmau's association. The move- 
ment in question was one in which 
the appeal was made to all workingmen 
to vote primarily not as American citi- 
zens, but as individuals of a certain 
class In society. 
Such an appeal, in 


the tirst place, revolts the more high 
minded and farsigbted among the per- 
.s.ous to whom It Is addressed and, in 
the second place, tends to arouse a 
strong antagonism among all other 
classes of citizens, whom it therefore 
tends to unite against the very organ- 
ization on whose behalf It is" Issued. 
The result is therefore 
unfortunate 


from every standpoint. This healthy 
truth;"by the way, will be learned by 
the Socialists if they ever succeed in 
establishing In this country an impor- 
tant national party based on snca 
class consciousness and selfish class in- 
terest.

Forests. 


If there is any one duty which more 


than another we owe it to our children 
and our children's children to perform 
at once it is to save thc forests of 
this country, for they constitute the 
first and most important clement in 
llie conservation of the natural re- 
sources of the country. There arc, of 
course, two kinds of natural resources. 
One is thc kind which can oifly be 
used as part of a process of exhaus- 
tion. 
This is true of mines, natural 


oil and gas wells and the like. The 
other, and of course ultimately by far 
the most important, includes the re- 
sources which cnu be improved in the 
process of wise use. The soil, the riv- 
ers aud the forests come under this 
head. Any really civilized nation will 
so use all of these three great national 
assets that the nation will have their 
benefit in the future. Just as a farm- 
er, after all bis life making his living 
from his farm, will, if he is an expert 
farmer, leave it as an asset of increas- 
ed value to his son. so we should leave 
our national domain to our children 
Increased in value and not worn out. 
There are small sections of our own 
country in the east and In the west, in 
the Adirondacks, the White mountains 
and 
the 
Appalachians and in thc 


Hocky mountains, where we can al- 
ready see for ourselves the damage in 
the shape of permanent injury to the 
soil and the river systems which comes 
from reckless deforestation. 
It mat- 


ters not whether this deforestation is 
due to the actual reckless cutting of 
timber, lo thc fires that inevitably fol 
low such reckless cutting of timber or 
to reckless and uncontrolled grazing 
especially 
by the great 
migrator} 


bauds of sheep, the unchecked wan- 
dering of which over the country 
means destruction to forests and dis 
aster to the small homemakers, the 
settlers of limited means. 


Shortsighted 
persons, -or 
persons 


blinded lo the future by desire to 
make money in every. way out of the 
present, sometimes speak as if no 
Si-cat damage would be done by the 
reckless destruction of our 
forests 


It is difficult to have patience with the

j to our own recklessness in the use of 
iour splendid forests, we have already 


with shallow, rapid cu r rents :wander- 
ng hither and thither across ft. ab- 
solutely unnavjgable, 
But we do not 


lave to depend upon written records, 
riie dry welts and the wells with wa- 
er far below ine former water mark 
hear testimony to the good days of 
the past and the evil days of tbe pres- 
ent. 
Wherever the native vegetation 


'ias been allowed to remain—as, for in- 
stance, here and there around a sacred 
leinple or Imperial burying ground- 
there are slill huge trees and tangled 
Jungle, fragments of the glorious an- 
cient forests. The thick, matted for- 
csl growth formerly covered the moun- 
tains lo their summits. 
All natural 


factors 
favored 
this dense 
forest 


growth, and as long as if was per- 
milled to exist the plains at tnc foot 


the mountains were among 
I he 


most 
fertile on the globe, and (lie 


whole country was a garden. 
Not tbe 


slightest effort was made, however, 
to prevent (he unchecked cutting of 
the trees or (o .secure reforestation. 
Doubtless for -many centuries tlie tree 
cutting by the iuhaljllnnts' of the 
mountains worked but slowly In bring- 
ing about the changes thai"have now 
come to pass. 
Doubtless for genera- 


tions the Inroads were scarcely no- 
ticeable, but there ctiuie a time when 
the forest had shrunk sufficiently to 
make cacli year's cutting a serious 
matter, and from that time, on the de- 
struction proceeded with appalling ra- 
pidity, for of course each year of de- 
struction rendered the forest less able 
to recuperate, less able to resist next 
year's inroad.

Each family, each com- 


munity, where there is.^no common 
care exercised in the Interest of nil of 
them to prevent deforestation, finds its 
profit In the immediate use of the fuel 
which would otherwise be used by 
some other family or some other com- 
munity. In the total absence of regu- 
lation of the matter in the interest of 
the whole people each small group is 
inevitably pushed into a policy of de- 
struction which cannot afford to take 
thought for the morrow. 
This is just 


one of those matters which it is fatal 
lo leave to^urisupervised individual 
control. The 'forests can only be pro- 
tected by the state, by-the nation, aud 
the liberty of action of individuals 
muse be conditioned upon what the 
state or nation determines to be neces- 
sary for the common safety. 


Thc lesson.of deforestation in China 


is a lesson which mankind should have 
learned many times already from what 
has occurred in other places. Denuda- 
tion leaves naked soil, then gullying 
cuts down lo the bare rock, aud mean- 
while the rock waste buries the bot- 
tom lands. When the soil is gone men 
must go, and. the;process does not 
take long.

ultimaie destruction of the land itself. 
In northern China the mountains are 
now such as are shown by the accom- 
panying photographs, absolutely barren 
peaks. Xot only have the forests been 
destroyed, but because of their destruc- 
tion the soil lias been washed off the 
naked rock. The terrible consequence 
is that it is impossible now to undo 
the damage (hat has been done. Many 
centuries would have to pass before 
soil would again collect or could be 
made to collect in sufficient quantity 
once more to support the old time for- 


trlckles In slender currents during the 
dry seasons, while when It rains there 
are freshets, and roaring muddy tor- 
rents come tearing down, brlnglug dis- 
aster 
and .destruction 
everywhere. 


Moreover, these floods and freshets, 
which diversify the general dryncss, 
wneh away from the mountain sides 
and either wash away or cover in the 
valleys thc rich fertile soil which It 
took tens of thousands of years for 
nature to form, and it is lost forever, 
and unt,il ihe forests grow again it 
cannot bo replaced. 
The sand and 


stones from ihe mountain sides ure 
washed loose and come rolling down to 
cover the arable lands, and in conse- 
quence throughout this part of China 
many formerly rich districts are now 
sandy wastes, useless for human cul- 
tivation aud even for pasture. 
The 


cities have been, of course, seriously 
affected, for Ihe streams have grad- 
ually ceased to be navigable. There Is 
testimony lhat even wilhln the mem- 
ory of men now living there has been 
a serious diminution of the rainfall of 
northeastern China. The level of ihe 
Sungari river, in norlhern Manchuria, 
has been sensibly lowered during the 
last fifty years; at least partly as the 
result of the Indiscriminate cutting of 
the forests forming ils watershed. Al- 
most all the rivers of northern China 
have become uncontrollable and very 
dangerous to the dwellers along their 
bunks as u direct result of the destruc- 
tion of the forests. The journey from 
Pekin to Jehol shows In melancholy 
fashion how tlie soil has been washed 
away from whole valleys, so that they 
have been converted into deserts. 


In northern China this disastrous 


process has gone on so long and has 
proceeded so far that no complete 
remedy could be applied. There are 
certain 
mountains 
in' China 
from 


which the soil is gone so utterly that 
only the slow action of the ages could 
again restore it, although of course 
much could be done to prevent the 
still farther eastward extension of the 
Mongolian desert if the Chinese gov- 
ernment would_act at once. The ac- 
companying cuts from 
photographs 


show the inconceivable desolation of 
the barren mountains in which cer- 
tain of these rivers rise—mountains, 
be it remembered, which 
formerly 


supported dense forests of .larches 
and firs, now unable to produce any 
wood and because of their condition 
a.source of danger to the whole coun- 
try. The photographs also show the 
same rivers after they have passed 
through the mountains, the beds hav- 
ing become broad and sandy because 
of the deforestation of the mountains. 
One of the photographs shows a cara- 
van passing through a valley. For- 
merly, when the mountains were for- 
ested, it was thickly peopled by pros- 
perous peasants. Now the floods have 
carried destruction all over the land 
and the valley is a stony desert. An- 
other photograph shows a mountain 
road covered, with the stones and 
rocks that are brought dpwn~in thc 
rainy season 
from 
the 
mountains 


which have already been deforested 
by human hands. 
%j Another shows a 


pebbly river bed In southern Man- 
churia where what was once a great 
stream has dried up owing to the de- 
forestation in the mountains. 
Only 


some scrub wood is left, which will 
disappear within a half century. Yet 
another shows the effect of one of the 
washouts, destroying an arable moun- 
tain side, these washouts being due, to 
tlie removal of all vegetation, .yet In 
this photograph the foreground.shows 
that reforestation is still a possibility 
in places. 


What has thus happened In northern 


Cliina, what has happened in central 
Asia, in Palestine, in north Africa, 
in parls of the Mediterranean coun 
tries of Europe, will surely happen in 
our country If we do not exercise that 
wise forethought which should be one 
of the chief marks of anv people call- 
ing itself civilized. Nothing should be

opinion I heartily concur. The pres- 
ent melhods not only fall to give us 
Inland navigation, but,they are inju- 
rious to the army as well. 
What is 


virtually a permanent detail of the 
corps of engineers to civilian duty nec- 
essarily impairs the efficiency of ou:- 
military establishment. The military 
engineers have undoubtedly done eUi- 
clent work In actual construction, but 
they are necessarily unsuited by their 
training and traditions to take the 
broad view and to gather and trans- 
mit to the congress the commercial 
aud Industrial information aud fore- 
casts upon which waterway Improve- 
ment must always so largely rest. 
Furthermore, they have failed to grasp 
the great underlying fact that every 
stream Is a unit from its source to it's 
mouth ana that all 'its uses are inter- 
dependent. Prominent officers o! the' 
engineer corps have recently even gone 
so far as to assert In print that wa- 
terways are not dependent upon the 
conservation of the.forests about their 
headwaters. This position is opposed 
to all the recent work of the scientific 
Bureaus of thc government and to the 
general experience of mankind. 
A 


physician who disbelieved In vaccina- 
tion would-not be thc right man to 
handle an epidemic of smallpox, nor 
should we leave a doctor skeptical 
about the transmission of yellow fever 
by the.stegomyia mosquito In charge 
of sanitation at Havana or Panama. 
So with the improvement of our riv- 
ers. 
It is no longer wise or safe to 


leave this great work in the bauds of 
men who fail to grasp the essential 
relations between navigation and gen- 
eral development and to assimilate and 
use 
the central 
facts 
about 
our 


streams. 


Until the work of river Improvement 


is undertaken in a modem way it can- 
not have results ttfat will meet the 
needs of this modern .nation. These 
needs should be met without further 
dilly-dallying or delay. The plan which 
promises the best and quickest results 
is that of a permanent commission au- 
thorized to co-ordinate the work of ail 
the government departments relating 
to waterways and to frame and super- 
vise the eieeution of a coqiprehensive 
plan, tinder such a commission the 
actual work of construction might IK: 
intrusted to the reclamation service or 
to the military engineers acting with 
a. sufficient number of civilians to con- 
tinue the work in time of war, or it 
might be divided between the reclama- 
tion service and the porps of- engineers. 
Funds should be provided from cur- 
rent revenues if it Is deemed wise, 
otherwise from the sale of bonds. The 
essential thing is that the work-should 
go forward_ under the best possible 
plan and with'the least possible delay. 
We should have a new type of work 
and a new organization for planning 
and directing It. The time for playing 
with our waterways, is past. The coim-.: 
try demands results. 


National Parks. 


I urge tbat all our national parks ad- 


jacent to national .forests be placed 
completely under the control of the 
forest service of the agricultural de- 
partment, instead of leaving Ihem, as 
they afe now, under the interior de- 
partment and policed by the army. 
The congress should provide for su- 
perintendents with adequate corps of 
first class civilian scouts or rangers 
and, further, place the road construc- 
tiou under thc superintendent instead 
of leaving it with the war department. 
Such a change in park management 
would result in economy aud avoid the 
difficulties 
of 
administration which 


now arise from having the responsi- 
bility of care and. protection divided 
between different departments. 
The 


need for t£is course is peculiarly great 
in the Yellowstone park. This, like the 
Yosemite, is a.great wonderland and 
should be kept as a national play- 
ground. In both all wild things should 
be protected and the scenery kept 
wholly uumarred. 


I am happy to say that I have been 


able to set aside in various parts of 
the country small, well chosen tracts 
of ground to serve as sanctuaries and 
nurseries for tjild creatures. 


Denatured Alcohol. 


._! had occasion iu my message of 
May -1, 1900, to urge the passage of 
some law putting alcohol used iu the 
arts, industries and manufactures npou 
the free list—that is, lo provide for the. 
withdrawal free of tax

tices have enabled us lo get some- of 
t.ie evidence iii.lispeiisuble in order to 
secure the conviction of the wealthiest 
and most formidable criminals with 
whom tlie government lias to deal, 
both those operating'in'violation of 
the anti-trust law and others. 
Tho 


amendment iu question was of benefit 
to no' one excepting to these -criminals, 
and it seriously hampers the govern- 
ment In the detection of crime and Jhe 
securing of justice. 
Moreover, it not 


only affects departments outside of 
the treasury,' but it'tends to'hamper 
tlic secretary of the treasury himself 
in the effort-to utilize' the employees 
of his department so as: to best meet 
the requirements of the public service. 
It forbids him from preventing frauds 
upon-the customs service, from Inves- 
tigating Irregularities In branch mints 
and1 assay offices, and has seriously 
crippled, him. Jt prevents tlie promo"- 
tion of employees In-tiic swrct-service, 
and this further discourages' good ef- 
fort. 
In its present form the restric- 


tion operates only to the advantage of 
the criminal, of the wrongdoer. 


j-The' chief argument in fuvor of the 
provision was that Ihe congressmen 
did not themselves wish lo be Investi- 
gated by secret service men. Very 
little of such, investigation has been 
done in the past, but it is true that the 
work of the secret service agents was, 
partly responsible, for the indictment 
and conviction of a senator and a con- 
gressman for land frauds in Oregon.

Postal Savings Banks. 


I again renew my recommendation

deposits in savings banks as reported 
to the comptroller of the currcncv 
amount to 5a,50(l,-24u,402, or OS.4 per 
cent of the entire deposits, while in 
tlie remaining thirty-two slates there 
are only 570,308,343, or J.G per cent, 
showing conclusively that there are 
many localities Iu the. United States 
where suthcicnt opportunity is not 
given to the people to deposit their 
savings.

Education. 


The share that the national govern 


nicht should lake in tbe i>road work o 
education' has uot received tbe attcn 
lion and the care It rightly deserves 
The Immediate responsibility for th 
support and improvement of our edu 
catlonal.systems and Institutions rest 
and should always rest with the pcopl 
of the several states acting througl 
their state and local governments, bu 
the nation has an opportunity Iu edu 
eattoua! work which must uot be los 
ami a duty which should no longer b£ 
neglected. 


The national bureau of education 


was established more than forty yean 
ago. 
Its purpose Is to collect and dlf 


fuse Kuch Information "as shall alu 
the people of the United .States In the 
establishment nnd maintenance of cm 
clent school systems and otherwise pro 
mote Ihe cause of education through 
out the country." This purpose In m 
way conflicts with the educatlona 
work of the states, but may be made 
of great advantage to the slates bj 
givlii" them the fullest, most accurate 
and hence the most helpful informii 
tlou and suggestion regarding the best 
educational 
systems. 
The nation 


through Its broader tield of actlvllles 
Ils wider opportunity for obtaining In 
formation from nil the states and from 
foreign countries, is able to do thai 
which not even the richest states can 
do and with the distinct additional nd- 
vanlagc thaCxtbc Information thus ob- 
tained is usod for the immediate beu- 
c.flt of ;ill our people. 


With the limited means hitherto pro- 


vided tlie bureau of education has reu- 
ilcred elllcicnt "service, but the con- 
gress has neglected lo adequately sup 
ily the bureau with'-means to meet 
he educational growth of the country. 
The appropriaticins for the .general 
work of the bureau, .outside, education 
n Alaska, for the: year;-JOOOvure but 
$87,000, an amount- less than they 
were ten years ago, and soiuo.of:tuc 
mportunt Items in these appropria- 
tions are less than (hey were thirty 
vears ago. It is an Inexcusable waste 
of public money to rappronriulc un 
amount which is so inadequate as to 
nake it Impossible properly to do the 
work authorized, and it Is unfair to 
uc great educational interests of tho 
country to deprive them of the value 
of the results which can be obtained 
by proper appropriations. 


I: earnestly recommend that this un- 
ortunute state of affairs as regards tba 
lational educational office be remedied 
>y adequate appropriations, This rec- 
ommendation' is urged by the repre- 
sentatives, of our common schools aud 
great state universities aud Ihe leadiug 
educators, -who all unite in requesting 
favorable consideration and action by 
the congress upon this subject.

There 
are numerous diseases which are now 
known to be preventable which are 
nevertheless not prevented. 
Th"! re- 


cent International congress on tuber- 
culosis has made us painfully aware 
of the inadequacy of American public 
health legislation. 
This nation can- 


not afford to lag behind iu the world- 
wide battle now being waged by all 
civili7Cd people with the microscopic 
foes of mankind, nor ought we longer 
to ighorc the reproach that this gov- 
ernment takes more pains to protect 
the lives of hogs and of cattle than 
of. human beings. 
The first legisla- 


tive step to be taken is that for the 
concentration of the proper bureaus 
into one of the existing departments. 
I therefore urgently recommend the 
passage of a bill which, shall author- 
ize a redistribution of the bureaus 
which sliall best accomplish this end.

Ihis year, endeavoring'to come to ai 
international agreement for tbe preser- 
vation and satisfactory us-e of ihe fish 
cries of these waters which can no 
otherwise be achieved. Lake Erie, for 
example, has the richest.fresh water 
fisheries in the world, but U is uo« 
controlled by the statutes of two nu 
lions, -four slates and one province, nut 
in tills province by different ordinances 
In different comities. All these polit 
leal divisions work at cross purposes 
and iu no case can they achieve pro 
tcctlou to the fisheries on I lie one hand 
aud Justice lo tlic localities and Indl 
vlduals on the other. 
The case is 


similar in Puget sound. 


But the problem Is quite as pressing 


In the interstate waters of the-United 
States. The salmon fisheries of the 
Columbia rlver'nre now biit u fractloi 
of what they were twenty-live .year. 
Ago aud what they would be now-if 
the United States government had 
taken complete charge of them by In- 
tervening between Oregon aud. Wash- 
ington'.-

years the fishermen of each state have 
naturally tried to take all they could 
get, 
;fnd the two legislatures have

'At 
the moment the fishing on the Oregon 
side Ms practically closed, while there 
s no llra.lt on-the Washington side of 
my kind, and no one Can tell what 
the courts will decide as to the very 
statutes under which this action ami 
lonactlon result. Meanwhile very fev 
salmon reach flic spawning grounds, 
ind probably four years hence the 
isherles will amount to nothing,, and 
'bis comes from a struggle -between 
he associated or gill net fishermen 
on the one hand and the owners of the

eries of the-Mississippi.--the Ohio and" 
:hc Potomac arc also in a bad way. 
•'or this there is no remedy except for 
'he United States to control and leg- 
ate for the interstntcsfisheries as part 
of- the- business of -interslutc com- 
merce.

It is a curious and by 
no means creditable fact that there 
should be so often a failure on the part 
of the public and Its representatives to 
understand the great need from the 
standpoint of tlie service and the na- 
tion of refusing to promote respectable

His Two Children and 


Ran Wild Through Wakefield 


WAKEFIELD, Dec. S.-Becomins 


suddenly and violently insane today, 
Hiram L, Badgrer, a resident of this 
town killed his two daughters, Flor- 
ence, uged 15, and Catherine, aged 7, 
and tben ran amuck down the chief 
thoroughfare of the town shoottne at 
persons he met on the street and firing 
into the windows of liio stores that he 
passed. 
Fortunately only one person 


was Injured by Badger during his mad 
rush down Main street, Fred Wheeler, 
a grocer's clerk, receiving a painful but 
not ecrious bullet wound in tlie leg. 
Badger was pursued by a crowd of 
townspeople who Dually captured him 
and turned him over to the police. He 
was locked up In the police station 
where ho spent his time in screaming 
and raging in !i!s cell. 


At first It was thought that Badger's 


wlfo had been killed but" later it de- 
veloped lihat the victims of his frenzy 


. wero his two daughters. 
Their faces 


were unrecognizable, having-been beat- 
en terribly with a club. 
Both girls 


were In bed when their father attacked 
them. 
After pounding their heads in 


their rather cut their throats. 
As the 


children bad'their night clothes on It 
is believed they were killed early this 
morning. 
It was not before 11 o'clock 


however that.Badger appeared In the 
street for his wild 
run 
through tho 


town. 
Badger's wife 
was not 
at 


homo when the children were killed 
and her whereabouts were unknown 
cither to the neighbors or to tho po- 
lice. 
From the nature of Badger'3 


ravings at the police station tho offi- 
cers were of the opinion that his sud- 
den madness was 
due 
primarily to 


jealousy and it was related that a few 
days ago jealousy Is alleged to have 
impelled him to assault a man on an 
elevated train In Boston. 


His Wild Run 


Badger and his family lived in a 


house in the rear of 365 Main street 
in the center of. 
the town. 
Shortly 


before 11 a. in. Badger rushed out into 
Main jitreet, waving a revolver in his 
hand" arid screaming wildly. He fired 
at several persons he saw on the street 
and the objects of his wrath quickly 
hurried to places of safety. 
' 


Badger then turned 
down 
Main 


street. As lie passed the grocery store 
of George Eaton he fired a shot through 
the' window, the bullet wounding Fred 
Wheeler, a clerk, in the leg. Badger 
fired a second shot through the window 
and then ran further down the street. 
As fast as his revolver became emptied 


he reloaded it.. After leaving Eaton's 
grocery store he stopped in front 
of 


Mitchell's restaurant and sent a. bul- 
let through the window. He next fired 
two Bhota through the windows of tho 
Jewelry store of George Lucas, one of 
the bullets barely missing Mr. Lucas 
who was in the front part of the store. 


Badger's next stop was in front of 


the drug store of Stephen Ryder. He, 
here fired a Bhot at Fred Gould, a clerk, 
but the bullet missed. Several shots 
were then llred through the window 
of 
William Acorn's provision store. 


Several persons who were In the store 
at the time wero thrown into a state 
of panic but no one was hit. 


The last shots, two Jn number, were 


fired through the window of the mlt- 
Hnefy store of Miss Gaffy. In the front 
window is a dressmaker's model, drap- 
ed and with a hat on the head. Badger 
evidently mistook this object for a per- 
son, for he fired two shots at It and 
then hurled his revolver through the 
window. 


Badger was then without a weapon 


but he kept on down 
Main 
street, 


screaming as he went. 
A crowd of 


men soon began a pursuit and the 
frenzied man was finally captured by 
Herbert Mitchell and Frank Ha'ekett 
who held him until Chief ot 
Police 


Brockbank and Patrolman JIcFadden 
arrived. 


After Badger had been placed In a 


cell the police at once started for his 
home to see if any violence had been 
committed there. As they entered one 
of the sleeping rooms they found the 
walls covered with blood and two bod- 
ies were in tho bed. 
Because of the 


horrible way In which the heads had 
been beaten In it was at first supposed 
that one victim was Badger's wife, but 
a closer investigation showed that it 
was the elder daughter, Florence, aged 
15. The other victim was the other 
daughter, Catherine, aged 7. 


A search for Mrs. Badger was then 


begun, but'sho could not be found, and 
It was learned afterwards that she was 
away on a 
visit. Her 
whereabouts, 


however, were not known. 


Badger's son, Leslie, aged IS, a cadet 


on the Massachusetts "nautical training 
ship Enterprise, was notified of what 
had happened and he reached "Wake- 
field soon after. 


Badger is about 40 years of age and 


Is a native of this town. He is a. la- 
borer and gardener and works for sev- 
eral persons about town. 
While his 


insanity .developed 
suddenly, it -was 


said today that he has been acting pe- 
culiarly of late. Mrs. Badger Is also a 
native of Wakefleld.

lyn, 
last night tired a bullet into his 


brain at his home.

the man ended his !lfe he held the 
hand of his thirteen-year-old daugh- 
ter Irene, to whom he had just given 
a box of candy. 


Svilker's troubles, which culminated 


In three attempts at suicide, began 
last September. 
Late that month 


Mrs. 
Mary J. Sample, sixty years old, 


of No. 537 Franklin avenue. Brooklyn, 
obtained a warrant for Sulker's arrest. 
She charged that ho had blackmailed 
her. 


On the evening before Sulker's case 


was to have a hearing, Mrs. Sample 
was found sagged and bound In her 
apartment. 
Carbolic acid had been 


poured on her clothing, together with 
gasoline, and a sag with red uepper 
on it was found In her mouth. 
She 


declared two men and a woman had 
done the work; but tho police were sus- 
picious. They suspected Suiker. How- 
ever, Sirs. Sample finally confessed that 
she herself had managed to adjust the 
bonds and the gag. so that she might

from 
appearing against 
Suiker. 


It was charged that Suiker and his

food. 


Irene, the daughter, greeted Suiker 


yesterday when he entered his home. 
He gave her a box of candy, guided her 
to the corridor, and holding tho child 
by the hand said: 


"Goodby, Irene, papa's going away." 
He then fired tho fatal shot. 
Neigh- 


bors rushed to the scene and found 
Mrs. 
Suiker and the little girt shriek- 


ing and trying to revive the husband 
and father.

ALLEGED NIGHT RIDERS ON TRIAL 


FOR RANKIN MURDER IN TENNESSEE 


In Colonial hall, 
yesterday 
after- 


noon, Professor 
Charles 
H. Zueblln 


gave the third and last lecture in his 
course on "The Twentieth Century 
City." His topic yesterday was "The 
City o£ the Future." In part, he said: 


"Host cities wero erected because of 


thejr relationship to some body ol wa- 
ter, something which 
provided the 


primitive means ot transportation. Al- 
though the steam and 
electric cars 


dominate cities and neutralize the ef- 
fect of waterways, yet cities have sel- 
dom grown In size unless there was a' 
waterway. The individuality of the city, 
that which we call quality, comes Irom 
Its foundations. 


"If you travel through the middle 


west, all the cities will look alike 
to 


you. It there he any beauty,- It is aJl 
the beauty that nature- has given. It 
is the God-made foundations that wo 
have to consider in- the 
first 
place. 


Each one of the natural characteristics 
determines the quality of the city. 


Speaking of the 
street 
poles 
and 


Wires Prof. Zueblin said: 


"It is not necessary. In any largo 


^c!ty, to have any polls or wires in the 
^streets at all, exceyt those that hold 
up the electric lights. The trolley polo 
Is a simple nuisance In the streets ot a 
city, and only tolerated in a small city 
because 
tho 
other 
methods 
of 


transportation arc expensive. In a city 
like your own you cannot expect to 
have the underground conduit In the 
outlying regions, though I do not know 
why' all'of our cities should not have 
the underground conduit In the busi- 
ness sections." 


Of street railway service, he said: ' 
"Wo can forgive them for charging 


five cents, or even six cents, If they 
will only perform their ser.vice. 
Wu 


are hammering' too much 
on rates. 


Mrhat we want is service, and we are 
willing to cay for it. 


"Every city must see to it that all 


ol Its transportation service Is co-ordi- 
nuted into a unit, so that tho whole 
city will be served- according 
to 
its 


needs and its relation to the 
outside, 


world. That is a inoro imnortant func- 
tion'of the board of trade than any 
other." 


'.The most Important of the public 


buildings are the school houses," said 
-Mr. Zuejjlln. "A spacious schoolhouse 
standing in open ground is an Inspira- 
tion to any body of citizens; and any 
body of children who lack them are 
deprived of their natural birthright in 
America. 
• 


"The one contribution that America 


has made to the world, in the art of 
city building, is In tree-lined residence 
streets, with lawns, the houses stand- 
ing back, and no fences-..' The flay will 
come when all people will live in prir 
vale parks. 
Meanwhile, 
everybody 


ought to live on tree-lined, lawn-lined 
streets. Even 
our tenement 
houses 


ought to be built around central parks. 
It Is entirely possible to reconstruct 
the residential portion of a city where 
the poor live, unless you want from 10 
to 20 per cent—if you are content with 
anything that a decent 
20th 
century 


man ought to be content with. 


"Then there Is recreation to be con- 


sidered. These city streets must fre- 
quently open into a. larger park; and 
then a series of natural parks 
about 


the city. We talk about the 'templed 
hills.' 
You have 
them right here at 


your very door, If you will only take 
the trouble to annex them—as doubt- 
less you have. 


"The thing I wish to urge upon you, 


is to establish a' comprehensive 
city 


plan. We have had lessons sufficient 
to show us the way. We began with 
the world's fair in Chicago in 1833. 
There, for the, first time in 
America, 


we saw a beautiful city complete. Your 
best fajent In the city, business men, 
architects, professional men and wom- 
en can give you a beautiful, successful 
city whenever they come together and 
say it shall be. All of this mumbling 
and grumbling about municipal im- 
provement looks' silly, in the light of 
the white city in Chicago. It was done 
by the very men who say that they 
will not go Into politics! 


"You can at least do one thing, that 


they did In "Washington: 
make 
two 


plans, one of the city as it Is. the other 
of the city as it should be. Hang them 
in your public buildings anrt school- 
houses. 


"Have a committee of experts ' tell 


you -what you ought to do with your 
city."

The financial standing of the nation 


at the present time is excellent, and 
the ^financial management of the na- 
tion's interests by the government dur- 


• 1ug the last seven years has shown the 
most satisfactory results. But our cur- 
rency system Is imperfect, aud it is 
e:irnes/ly to be hoped that the cur- 
rency commission will be able to pro- 
pose a thoroughly good system which 
will do away with the existing defects. 


• 
During the period from July 1, 1901, 


•to Sept. 30, 190S, there was an Increase 
in the amount of money iu circulation 
of ?002,991,3flD, The increase in the 
per capita during this period was $7.06. 
Within this time there" were several 
occasions when it was necessary for 


• the treasury department to come to 
the relief of the money market by 
purchases or redemptions of United 
: States bonds, by increasing deposits in 
•national banks, by stimulating addi- 
tional Issues of national bank notes 
ijintl by facilitating importations from 
"abroad of gold. 
Our imperfect cur- 


rency system has made these proceed- 
ings necessary, and they were effective 
•until the monetary disturbance In the 
fall of 1007 immensely increased the 
difficulty of ordinary. methods of re- 
lief. By the middle of November the 


• available working balance In the treas- 
ury had been reduced to approximate- 
: ly $5,000,000. Clearing house associa- 
tions throughout the country had been 
obliged to resort to the Expedient of 
issuing clearing house Certificates, to 
be used as money. In this emergency 
it was determined to Invite subscrip- 
tions for $50,000,000 Panama canal 
bonds and $100,000,000 3 per cent cer- 
tificates of Indebtedness authorized by 
thejict of June 13, 1898. It -was pro- 
posed . to redeposit in the 
national 


banks the proceeds of these Issues and 
to permit their use as a basis for addi- 
tional circulation notes of national 
banks. The moral effect of this pro- 
cedure was so great that It was neces- 
sary to issue only $24,631,980 of the 
Panama canal bonds and $15,436,500 of 
the certificates of indebtedness. 


During the period from July 1, 1901, 


to Sept. SO, 1908, the balance between 
the net ordinary receipts and the net 
ordinary expenses of the government 
showed a surplus In the four years 
1002, 
1003, 1806 and 1807 and a deficit 


in the years 1904, 1905, 1908 and a £rac- 
tionul part of the fiscal year 1909. 
The 


net result was a surplus of $00,283,- 
413.54. The financial operations of the 
government during this period, based 


. upon these differences between-receipts 


and expenditures, resulted In a. net re- 
duction of the interest bearing" detit of 
the United States from $987,141,040 to 
5507,253,090 notwithstanding that there 
had been two sales of Panama canal 
bonds amounting in the aggregate to 
$5-1,031,980 and an issue of 3 per cent 
certificates of Indebtedness under the 
net of June 13,1898, amounting to $15,- 
43(5,500. 
Refunding operations of the 


treasury department under the act o£ 
March 14, 1900, resulted in the conver- 
sion into 2 per cent consols of. 1930 of 
.$200,30!),400 bonds bearing higher rates 
of interest. 
A decrease of $S,6S7,956 


In the annual interest charge resulted 
from these operations. 


In short, during the seven y);ars and 


three months there has been a net sur- 
plus of nearly one hundred millions of 
receipts over expenditures, a reduction 
of the interest bearing debt by ninety 
millions, in spite of the extraordinary 
expense of the Panama canal and a 
saving of nearly nine millions on the 
annual Interest charge. This is au ex- 
ceedingly satisfactory showing, espe- 
cially in view of the fact that during 
this period the nation has never hesl- 


from the domain of the mill-trust law. 
The power of the commission should 
be made thoroughgoing, so that It 
could exercise complete supervision 
and control over the issue of securities 
as well as over the raising and lower- 
Ing of rates. As regards rates, at least 
this power should be summary. 
The 


power to investigate the financial op- 
erations and accounts of the railways 
has been one of the most valuable fea- 
tures in recent legislation. Power to 
make combinations and traffic agree- 
ments should be explicitly conferred 
upon the railroads, the permission of 
the commission being first gained and 
the combination or agreement being 
published in all its details. In the in- 
terest of the public the representatives 
of the public should have complete 
power to see that the railroads do their 
duty by the public, and as a matter of 
course this power should also be exer- 
cised BO as to see that no injustice is 
done to the railroads. 
The share- 


holders, the employees and the ship- 
pers all have interests that must be 
guarded. It is to the interest of all of 
them that no swindling stock specula- 
tion should be allowed and that there 
should be no Improper issuance of se- 
curities. The guiding Intelligences nec- 
essary for the successful building and 
successful management of railroads 
should receive ample remuneration, 
but no man should he allowed to make 
money in connection with railroads 
out of fraudulent overcapitalization 
and kindred stock gambling perform- 
ances. There must be no defrauding 
of investors, oppression of the farmers 
and business men who ship freight or 
callous disregard of the rights and 
needs of the employees. In addition 
to this, the interests of the sharehold- 
ers, of the employees and of the ship- 
pers should all be guarded as against 
one another. To give any one of them 
undue and improper consideration is 
to do injustice to the others. Rates 
must be made as low as is compatible 
with giving proper returns to all the 
employees of the railroad, from the 
highest to the lowest, and proper re- 
turns, to the shareholders, but they 
must not, for instance, be reduced in 
such fashion as to necessitate a cut 
In the wages of the employees or the 
abolition of the proper and legitimate 
profits of honest shareholders. 


Telegraph and telephone companies 


engaged iu interstate business should 
be put under the jurisdiction of the In- 
terstate commerce commission. 


It is very earnestly to be wished that 


our people, through their representa- 
tives, should act in this matter. It is 
hard to say whether most damage to 
the country at large would come from 
entire failure on the part of the public 
to supervise and control the actions of 
the great corporations or from the ex- 
ercise of the necessary governmental 
power In a way which would do injus- 
tice and wrong to the corporations. 
Both the preachers of an unrestricted 
individualism and the preachers of an 
oppression which .would deny to able 
men of business the just reward of 
their initiative and business sagacity 
are advocating* policies that would be 
fraught with the gravest harm to the 
whole country. To permit every law- 
less capitalist, evysry law defying cor- 
poration, to take any action, no mat- 
ter how iniquitous, in the effort to se- 
cure an improper profit aud to build 
up privilege would be ruinous to the 
republic and would mark the abandon- 
ment of the effort to secure In the in- 
dustrial world the spirit of democratic 
fair dealing. On the other hand, to 
attack these wrongs iu that spirit of 
demagogy which can see wrong only 
when committed by the man of wealth 
and is dumb and blind in the presence 
of wrong committed against men of 
property or by men of no property is 
exactly as evil as corruptly to defend 
the wrongdoing of men of wealth.

Corporations. 


As regards the great corporations en- 


gaged in interstate business, and espe- 
cially the- railroads, I can only repeat 
what I have already again and again 
said in my messages to the congress. 
i believe that under the interstate 
rlause of the constitution the United 
States has complete nnd paramount 
right to control all agencies of inter- 
state commerce, and I believe that the 
national government alone can exer- 
cise this right with wisdom and ef- 
fectiveness so us both to secure justice 
from and to do justice to the great 
corporations which arc the most im- 
portant factors in modern business. I 
believe that it is worse than folly to 
attempt to prohibit all combinations, 
as Is done liy the Sherman anti-trust 
law, because such a law can be en- 
forced only imperfectly nnd unequal- 
ly, nnd its enforcement works almost 
;is much hardship as good. I .strongly 
advocate that instead of an unwise 
effort 
to prohibit nil combinations 


ing, wherever it is found, and we must 
stand heartily for the rights of every 
decent man, whether he be a man of 
great wealth or a man who earns his 
livelihood as a wageworker or a tiller 
of the soil. 


It is to the interest of nil of us that 


there should be a premium put upon 
individual initiative and individual ca- 
pacity and an ample reward for the 
great directing inteliigences alone com 
potent to manage the great business 
operations of today. It is well to keep 
in mind that exactly as the anarchist 
is the worst enemy of liberty and the 
reactionary the worst enemy of order 
so the men who defend the rights of 
property have most to fear from the 
wrongdoers of great wealth, nnd the 
men who are championing popular 
rights have most to fear from the 
demagogues who in the name of popu- 
lar rights would do wrong to and op- 
press honest business men, honest men 
of wealth, for the success of either 
type of wrongdoer necessarily invites 
a violent reaction against the cause the 
wrongdoer 
nominally 
upholds. 
In 


point of dancer to the nation there is 
nothing to choose between, on the one 
hand, the corruptlonist, the bribe giver. 


management of great 
corporations, 


whether railroads, street railways or 
other Industrial enterprises, have be- 
haved In a way that revolts the con- 
science'of the plain, decent people. 
Such an attitude cannot be condemned 
too severely, for men of property 
should recognize tbat they jeopardize 
the rights of property Mien they fall 
heartily to join in the effort to do 
away with the abuses of wealth. On 
the other hand, those who advocate 
proper control on behalf of the public, 
through1 the state, of these great cor- 
porations and of the wealth eugaged 
on a giant scale In business operations 
must ever keep in mind that unless 
they do scrupulous justice to the cor- 
poration, unless they permit ample 
profit, and cordially encourage capable 
men of business so long as they act 
with honesty, they are striking at the 
root of our national well being, for In 
the long run, under the mere pressure 
of material distress, the people as a 
whole would probably go back to the 
reign of an unrestricted Individualism 
rather than submit to a control by 
the state so drastic and so foolish, con- 
ceived In a spirit of such unreasonable 
and narrow hostility to wealth, as to 
prevent business operations from be- 
ing profitable and therefore to bring 
ruin upon the entire business com- 
munity aud ultimately upon the en- 
tire body of citizens. 


The opposition to government con- 


trol- of these great corporations makes 
its most effective effort in the shape 
of an appeal to the old doctrine of 
states' rights. Of course there are 
many sincere men who now believe la 
unrestricted individualism In business, 
just as there were formerly many sin- 
cere men who believed in slavery—- 
that Is, in the unrestricted right of an 
individual to own another individual. 
These men do not by themselves have 
;reat weight, however. The effective 
fight against 
adequate government 


control and supervision of Individual, 
and especially of corporate, wealth en- 
;aged In interstate business is chiefly 
done under cover, and especially un- 
der cover of on appeal to states' 
rights. 
It Is not at all infrequent to 


read In the same speech a denuncia- 
tion of predatory wealth fostered by 
special privilege and defiant of both 
the public welfare and law of the 
land and a denunciation of centraliza- 
tion in the central government of the 
power ,tb deal with this centralized 
and organized wealth. Of course the 
policy set forth In such twin, denuncia- 
tions amounts to absolutely nothing, 
for the first half is nullified by the 
second half. -The chief reason among 
the many sound aud compelling rea- 
sons that led to the formation of the 
national government was the absolute 
need that the Union aud not the sev- 
eral states should deal with Interstate 
and foreign commerce, and the power 
to deal with Interstate commerce" was 
granted absolutely and pleuarily to 
the central government aud was exer 
cised completely as regards the only 
instruments of interstate 
commerce 


known in those days—the waterways 
the highroads—as well as the partner- 
ships of individuals who then conduct- 
ed all of what business there was. 


Interstate' commerce is now chiefly 


conducted by railroads, and the great 
corporation has supplanted the mass 
of small partnerships' or individuals. 
The proposal to make the national 
government supreme over, and there- 
fore to give it complete control over, 
the railroads aud other instruments of 
interstate commerce Is merely a pro- 
posal to carry out to the letter one of 
the prime purposes, if not the prime 
purpose, for which the constitution 
was founded. 
It does not represent 


centralization. 
It represents merely 


the. acknowledgment of the patent fact 
that centralization has already come 
in business. If this irresponsible out- 
side business power is to be,controlled 
in the/ interest of the general public 
it can only be controlled in one way, 
by giving adequate power of control to 
the one sovereignty capable of exer- 
cising such power—the national gov- 
ernment. Forty or'fifty separate state 
governments caunot 
exercise tbat 


power over corporations doing busi- 
ness in most or all of them, first, be- 
cause they absolutely lac^ the author- 
ity to deal with interstate business in 
any form and, second, because of the 
inevitable conflict of authority sure to 
arise in the effort to enforce different 
kinds of state regulation, often incon- 
sistent with one another and some- 
times oppressive in themselves. Such 
divided authority cannot regulate com- 
merce with 'wisdom and effect. 
The 


central government is the only power 
which without oppression can never- 
theless 
thoroughly and 
adequately 


control and supervise the large 'cor- 
porations. To abandon the effort for 
national control means to abandon the 


nnd the exercise of the federal power 
which akme can really control the rail- 
roads. Those who believe !n efficient 
national control, on the other hand, do 
not In the least object to combinations, 
do not in the least object to concentra- 
:Ion 
in business hdminlstratlon. 
On 


the contrary, they favor both, with the 
all Important proviso tuat there shall be 
such publicity about their workings 
and such thoroughgoing control over 
:hem as to Insure their. being In the 
.ntcrest and uot against the Interest ol 
:hc general public. 
We do uot object 


:o the concentration of wealth and ad- 
ministration, but we do believe In the 
distribution of the wealth in profits to 
the real owners and in securing to the 
[>ubl!c the full benefit of the concen- 
trated .administration. We believe that 
with concentration In administration 
there can come both the advantage of 
a larger ownership and of a more 
equitable distribution of profits and at 
the same time a better service to the 
commonwealth. 
We believe that the 


administration should he for the benefit 
of the rnnny and that greed and rascal- 
ity practiced on a large scale should 
be punished as relentlessly as If prac- 
ticed ou a small scale. 


We do not for a moment believe that 


the problem 
be solved by any 


companled by an effort to bring about 
a larger share in the ownership by 
wageworker of railway, mill and fac- 
tory. 
In farming this simply means 


that we wish to see the farmer own- 
his own land. \Ve do not wish to see 
the farms so large that they become 
the property of absentee landlords 
who farm them by tenants nor yet so 
small that the farmer becomes like a 
European peasant. 


Again, the depositors in our savings 


banks now number over one-tenth of 
our entire population. These are all 
capitalists, who, through the savings 
banks, loan their money io the workers 
-that is, in many cases to themselves— 
to carry oa their various Industries. 
The more we increase their number 
the more we introduce the principles 
of co-operation into our industry. Ev- 
ery increase in the number of small 
stockholders in corporal ions Is a good 
thing for the same reasons, uuil whwe 
the employees arc the stockholders the 
result is particularly good. Very much 
of this movement must be outside fcf 
anything that can'be accomplished by 
legislation, but legislation c-an do a 


short aud easy method. The solution 
will conic only by pressing various cop- 
current remedies. Some of these reme- 
dies must He outside the domain of 
all government. 
Some must be out- 


side 
the 
domain 
of the 
federal 


government. 
But there is legisla- 


tion which the federal government 
alone can enact and which is abso- 
lutely vital In order to secure the at- 
tainment of our purpose. Many laws 
arc needed. There should be regula- 
tion by the national government of the 
great interstate corporations, including 
a simple method of account keeping, 
publicity, supervision of the Issue of 
securities, abolition of rebates and'of 
special privileges. 
There should be 


short time franchises for nil corpora- 
tions engaged in public business, ia- 
cludiug the corporations which get 
power from water rights, '.rfere should 
be national as well as state guardian- 
ship of niinofe and forests. The labor 
legislation 
hereinafter 
referred 
to 


should concurrently be enacted into 
law. 


To accomplish this means, of course, 


a certain increase in the use of, riot 
the creation of, power by the central 
government. The power already ex- 
ists. It does not have to be created. 
The only question is whether it shall 
be used or left idle, and meanwhile 
the corporations over which the pow- 
er ought to be exercised will not re/- 
main idle. Let those who object "to 
this increase In the use of the only 
power available, the national power, 
be frank and admit openly that they 
propose to abandon any effort to con- 
trol the great business 
corporations 


and to exercise supervision over the 
accumulation 
and 
distribution 
of 


wealth, for suc^i supervision and con- 
trol can only come through this par- 
ticular, kind of increase of .power. We 
no more believe In thati empiricism 
which demands absolutely unrestrain- 
ed individualism than we do iu that 
empiricism which clamors for a dead- 
ening socialism, which would destroy 
all individual initiative aud would ruin 
the country with a completeness that 
not even an .unrestrained Individual- 
ism Itself could achieve. The danger 
to American democracy lies not ,in the 
least iu the concentration of adminis- 
trative- power iu responsible and ac- 
countable hands. It lies In having the 
power insufficiently conceutratcd, so 
that no one can be held responsible to 
the people for its use. Concentrated 
power is palpable, visible, responsible, 
easily reached, quickly held to account. 
Power scattered through many admin- 
istrators, many legislators, many men 
who work behind and through legis- 
lators and administrators, is impalpa- 
ble, is unseen, is irresponsible, cannot 
be reached, cannot be held to account. 
Democracy is in peril wherever the 
administration of political power is 
scattered among a variety of men who 
work in secret, whose very names are 
unknown to the eommou people.. It is 
not in peril from any man who derives 
authority from the people, who exer- 
cises it in sight of the people' and who 
is frgm time to time compelled to give 
aa Account of its exercise to the peo- 
ple.

There are many matters affecting la- 


bor and the status of the wngeworker 
to which I should like to draw your 
attention, but an exhaustive discussion 
of the problem in .ill its aspects is not 
now necessary.

effort for all adequate control and of the states as much as upon the ac- 
yet to render likely continual bursts of 
action by state legislatures, which 
cannot achieve the purpose sought for, 
but which can do a great deal ol dam- 
age to the corporation without confer- 
ring any real benefit on the public. 


I belicTc that the more farsighted 


corporations are themselves coming to 
recognize the unwisdom of the violent 
hostility they have displayed during 
ihe last few years to regulation and 
control by the national government of 
combinations 
engaged 
in 
interstate 


business. The truth is that we who 
believe in this movement of asserting 
and exercising a genuine control in the 
public interest over these great corpo- 
rations have to contend against two 
sets of ^^elnies^ who, thougn nominal- 
ly opposed to one another, are really 
allies in preventing a proper solution 
of the problem. There are, first, the 
big corporation men and the extreme 
individualists

who genuinely believe irKutterly un- 
regulated business -tint is, hi the reign 
of plutocracy—and, second, the men 
who, 
being blind to the economic 


movements of the day, believe in a 
movement of repression rather than of 
regulation of corporations and who de- 
nounce both the. power of the railroads 


tion of the nation. Nevertheless there 
are certain considerations which I wish 
to set before you. because I hope that 
our people will more and more keep 
them in mind. A blind and ignoram 
resistance to every effort for the. re 
form of abuses and for the readjust- 
ment of society to modern industrial 
conditions represents not true conserv 
atism, b!it nn incitement to the wild 
est radicalism, for wise radicalism 
and wise conservatism go hand in 
hand, one bent on progress, the other 
bent on seeing that no change is made 
unless in Ihe right direction. I believe 
in a steady effort, or perhaps it would 


good doal. Postnl savings banks will 
make It easy for the poorest to keep 
their savings iu absolute safety. The 
regulation of the national highways 
must be such that they shall serve all 
jeople with equal justice. Corporate 
Jnanees must be supervised so as to 
make it far safer than at present for 
the man of small means to invest his 
money linstocks. There must be pro- 
hibition ot child labor, diminution of 
ivoman labor, shortening of hours of 
all mechanical labor. Stock watering 
should bb prohibited and stock gam- 
bling, so far as Is possible, discouraged. 
There should be a progressive luhcr- 
tancc tax on large fortunes. 
ludus- 


trial education should be encouraged. 
As far as possible we should lighten 
the burden of taxation on the small 
man. We should put a premium upon 
:hrifr, hard work and business eucrgv, 
DUt these qualities cease to be the main 
factors in accumulating a fortune long 
before that fortune reaches a point 
where It would be seriously affected by 
any inheritance tax such as I propose. 
It Is eminently right that the nation 
should fix the terms upon which the 
great fortunes are Inherited. 
They 


rarely do good, aud they often do 
harm to those who inherit them In 
their entirety. 
• 
° 


Protection For Wageworkers. 


The above is the merest sketch, 


hardly even n sketch in outline, of the 
reforms for which we should work. 
But there is one matter with which 
the congress should .deal at this ses- 
sion.. There should no longer he any 
paltering with the question of tajfing 
cSre of the wageworkers who, under 
our present industrial system, become 
killed, crippled or worn out as part of 
the regular incidents of a giren busi- 
ness. The majority of wageworkers 
must have their rights secured for 
them by state action, but the national 
government should legislate 'in thor- 
oughgoing and .farreaching 
fashion 


not only for all employees of the na- 
tional government, but for nil persons 
engaged in interstate commerce. The 
object sought for could be achieved 
to a measurable degree, as far as 
those killed or crippled arc concerned, 
by proper employers' liability laws. 
As far as concerns those who have 
been worn out, I call your attention to 
the fact that definite steps toward 
providing old age pensions have been 
taken in many of our private indus- 
tries. These may be indefinitely ex- 
tended through voluntary association 
and contributory schemes or through 
the agency of savings baiiks, as under 
the recent Massachusetts plan. 
To 


strengthen these practical measures 
should be our immediate duty. It Is 
uot at present necessary to consider 
the larger and more general govern- 
mental schemes that most European 
governments have found themselves 
obliged to adopt. 


- Our pfesent system, or, rather, no 
system, works dreadful wrong and Is 
of benefit to only one class of people 
—the lawyers. 
When a workman is 


injured what he needs is not an ex- 
pensive and doubtful lawsuit, but the 
certainty'of relief through immediate 
administrative action. The number of 
accidents which result in the death or 
crippling of wageworkers In the Union 
at large is simply appalling. In a very 
few years It runs up a total far iu ex- 
cess of the aggregate of the dead and 
wounded in any modern war. No 
academic theory about "freedom of 
contract" or "constitutional liberty to 
contract" should be permitted to in- 
terfere with this nnd similar move- 
ments. 
Progress in civilization has 


everywhere meant a limitation and 
regulation of contract. 
I call your 


especial attention to the bulletin of the 
bureau of labor which gives a state- 
ment of the methods of treating the 
unemployed in Kuropean countries, as 
this is a subject which in German}-. 
for instance, is treated in connectio'n 
with making provision for wornout 
•and crippled workmen. 


Pending a thnroushcoinsr Investiga- 


tion and action there is certain lesis- 
.lation which should be enacted at 
once.. The law passed at the last ses- 
sion of the congress jrrantinir con 


that occupation. Perhaps one of the 
aiost striking omissions iu the law is 
that it does not embrace peace officers 
and others whose lives may be sacri- 
ficed in enforcing the Jaws of the 
United States. The terms of the act 
providing 
compensation 
should 
be 


made more liberal than In the present 
act. 
A year's compensation is not 


adequate for a wage earner's family 
in the event of his death by accident 
In the course of his employment. And 
In the event til death occurring, say, 
ten or eleven months after the acci- 
dent the family would only receive as 
compensation the equivalent of one or 
two months' earnings. In this respect 
the generosity of the- United States 
toward its employees compares most 
unfavorably with that of every coun- 
try Iu Kiirope— even the poorest. 


The terms of the act are also a 


hardship in prohibiting payment In 
cases where the accident is In any 
way due to the 'negligence of the em- 
ployee. it is inevitable that daily f!i- 
mitiarity with danger will lead men to 
take chances that can be construed 
into negligence. So well is this recog- 
nized that Iu practically all countries 
in the civilized world, except the Unit- 
ed States, only a great degree of negli- 
gence acts as a bar to securing com- 
pensation. 
Probably !n no other re- 


spect is our legislation, both state and 
national, so far behind practically the 
entire civilized world as iu the matter 
of liability and compensation for ac- 
cidents In industry. It Is humiliating 
that at European Internationa! con 
gresses oa accidents the United States 
should be singled out as the most be- 
lated among the nations Iu respect to 
employers' liability legislation. 
This 


government Is Itself a large employer 
of labor, and iu Its dealings with Its 
employees it should set a standard in 
this country which would nlace it on 
,,, •'

fusing all compromise, stating they 
wished tht principle of that bll! or 
nothing, They Insisted on a provision 
that in a labor dispute no Injunction 
hould Issue except to protect a p 
erly right and specifically provided 
that the right to carry on biiMnos 
should not be construed as a property 
right, and iu a second provision their 
bill made legal In a labor dispute any 
act or agreement by or between two 
or more persons that would not hare 
been unlawful If done by a single per- 
son. 
In other words, this bill legal- 


ized blacklisting and boycotting iu ev- 
ery form, legalizing, for instance, those 
forms of the secondary boycott which 
the anthracite coal strike commission 
so unreservedly condemned, while the 
right to carry on a business was ex- 
plicitly taken out from under that pro- 
tection which ihe law throws over 
property. The demand was made that 
there should be trial by jury ia con- 
tempt cases, thereby most seriously im- 
pairing the authority of the courts. 
All this represented a course of policy 
which, it carried out, would mean the 
enthronement of class privilege In 
its crudest and most brutal form and 
the destruction of cue of the most es- 
sential functions of the judiciary In all 
civilised lands. 


The violence of the crusade for this 


legislation and its complete failure il- 
lustrate two truths which it Is essen- 
tial our people should learn. In tna 
first place, they ought to teach the 
workingman, the laborer, the wage- 
worker, that by demanding what is 
improper and impossible he plays into 
the hands of his foes. 
Such a crude 


and vicious attack upon the courts, 
even if it were temporarily successful' 
would inevitably in the end cause a 
violent reaction and would band the 
great mass of citizens together, forcing

views on progressive social philosophy 
arc entirely second in importance to 
his possession of a high and fine char- 
acter, which means the possessiou of 
such elementary virtues as honesty, 
courage and fair mindedness.

equally unwise partisans of'reaction 
and privilege who deuy the proposi- 
ion that, inasmuch as judges are chosen 
to serve the interests of the whole peo-

"onselentiotisly can, should strive to 
;ive effect to popular conviction when 
deliberately and duly expressed by the 
awmaking body. The courts are to be 
nghly commended and stauchly up- 
held when they set their faces against 
wrongdoing or tyranny by a majority, 
nit they are to be blamed when they

During the lifetime of the older 
now alive the social 
relations 


have changed far more rapidly than In 
Hie preceding two centuries. Tbc im- 
mense growth of corporations, of busi- 
ness clone by associations and the ex- 
Ireine strain and pressure of modern 
life have produced conditions which 
render the public confused as to who 
Its. really dangerous foes are, 
and 


among Ihe public servants who have 
not only shared this confusion, but by 
some of their acts' have Increased it, 
are certain judges. Marked inefficien- 
cy h:is bceli showu In dealing with cor- 
porations and In resettling (lie proper 
attitude to be taken by the public not 
only toward corporations, but toward 
labor aud toward the social questions 
arising out of the factory system and 
the enormous growth of our great 
cities. 


The huge wealth that has been ac- 


cumulated by a few individuals of re- 
cent years, In what has amounted to a 
social and industrial revolution, has 
been as regards some of these indi- 
viduals made possible only by the Im- 
proper use of the modern corporation. 
A certain type of modern corporation, 
with its officers and agents, its many 
issues of securities aud its constant 
consolidation with allied undertak- 
ings, anally becomes an Instrument so 
complex as to contain a greater num. 
bijr of elements that under various 


although not to the same degree, for 
he is one of many who belong'to sbme 
given legislative body, and It Is there 
fore less easy to Ox his personal re 
sponslblllty and hold him accountable 
therefor. 
With a judge who, being 


human, is also likely to err, but whW 
tenure Is for life, there Is no similai 
way of holding him to responsibility 
Under ordinary conditions the onlj 
forms of pressure to which he is i! 
any way amenable are public opinion 
and the action of his fellow judges. Ii 
Is the last which Is most immediate!} 
effective and to which we should look 
for the reform of abuses. Any rcmed} 
applied from without Is fraught with 
i-Isk. It is far better from every stand- 
point that the remedy should come 
from within. In no other nation in the 
world do (he courts wield such vast 
and farrqachlng power as in the IIr.it- 
ed States. All that is necessary Is that 
the courts as a whole should exercise 
this power with the farslghlert wis- 
dom already shown by those judges 
who scan the future while they net in 


present. 
Let them exercis 


lives of the people have worked slowly 
in providing for adequate control over 
them. 


The chief offender in any given case 


may be an executive, a legislature or a 
judge. Every executive head who ad- 
vises violent instead of gradual action 
or who advocates ill considered and 
sweeping 
measures of reform, es- 


pecially if they are tainted with vin- 
dictiveness and disregard 
for 
the 


rights o£ the minority, is particularly 
blameworthy. The several legislatures 
are responsible for the fact that our 
laws are often prepared with slovenly 
haste 
and 
lack 
of 
consideration. 


Moreover, they are often prepared and 
still more frequently amended dur- 
ing passage at the suggestion of the 
very parties against whom they are 
afterward enforced. 
Our great clus- 


ters of corporations, huge Irusts and 
fabulously 
wealthy mullimlllionaries 


employ tlxe very best lawyers they, can 
obtain to pick flaws in'tbese statutes 
after their passage, but they also em- 
pioy a class of secret agents who seek 
under the advice of experts to render 
hostile legislation innocuous by making 
it unconstitutional, often through the 
insertion of what appear on their face 
to be drastic and sweeping provisions 
against the interests of the parties in- 
spiring them, while the demagogues, 
the corrupt creatures who introduce 
blackmailing schemes to "strike" cor- 
porations and all who demand es- 
treme and undesirably radical meas- 
ures show themselves to be the worst 
enemies of the very public whose loud 
mouthed champions they profess to be.

preparation of a statute was the em- 
ployers' liability law of 100P. 
In the 


cases arising under that law four out 
of six courts of first Instance held it 
unconstitutional, six out of nine ;us- 
ticcs of the supreme court held that 
its subject matter was within '.he 
province of congressional action, jnd 
four of the nine justices held it valid. 
It was. however, adjudged unconstitu- 
tional by a bare majority of the court 
—five to four.

people, so that they may do justice and 
work equity, so that they may protect 
all persons, in their rights "and yet 
bre.-ik down the barriers of privilege, 
which is the foe of right. 


Forests. 


If there is any one duty which more 


than another wo owe It to our children 
and our children's children lo perform 
at once it is to save the forests of 
this country, for they constitute tho 
flrst and mos.t important element in 
the conservation of the natural re- 
sources of Ihe country. There are, of 
course, two kinds of natural resources. 
One is the kind which can only be 
used as part of a process of exhaus- 
tion. This Is Irue of mines, natural 
oil and gas wells and the like. The 
other, and of course ultimately by far 
the most ^mportant, includes the re- 
sources which can be improved in the 
process of wise use. The soil, the riv- 
ers and the forests come under this 
head. Any really civilized nation will 
so use all of these three great national 
assets that the nation will have tJieir 
benefit in the future. Just as a farm- 
er, after all his life making his living 
from his farm, will, if he is an expert 
farmer, leave it as an asset of increas- 
ed value to his son, so we should leave 
our national domain to our children 
increased In value and not worn out. 
There arc small sections of our own 
country in the east and in the west, In 
the Adirondack*, the White mountains 
and the Appalachians and 
In the 


Rocky mountains, where we can al- 
ready see for ourselves the damage In 
the shape of permanent injury to the 
soil and the river systems which comes 
from reckless deforestation. 
It mat- 


ters not whether this deforestation is 
due to the actual reckless cutting of 
timber, to the fires that Inevitably fol- 
low such reckless cutting of timber or 
to reckless and uncontrolled grazing, 
especially 
by the great 
migratory 


bands of sheep, the unchecked wan- 
dering of which over the country 
menns destruction to forests and dis- 
aster to the small homemakers, the 
settlers of limited means. 


Shortsighted 
persons, or 
persons 


blinded to the future by desire to 
make money in every way out of the 
present, sometimes speak us If no 
great damage would be done by the 
reckless destruction of our forests. 
It is difficult to have patience with the 
arguments of these persons. 
Thanks 


to our own recklessness in the use of 
our splendid forests, we have already 
crossed the verge of a timber famine In 
this country, and no measures that we 
now take can, at least for many 
years, undo the mischief that has al- 
ready been done. But we cau prevent 
further mischief being done, and it 
would be in the highest degree repre- 
hensible to let any consideration of 
temporary convenience or temporary 
cost interfere with such action, espe- 
cially as regards the national forests, 
which the nation cau now at this very 
moment control. 


•XU serious students of the question 


art r.ware of the great damage that 
'ms beer. .',one in the Mediterranean 
countries of Europe, Asia and Africa 
by deforestation. The similar flam- 
age that has been done in eastern 
Asia is less well known. A recent in- 
vestigation into conditions in north 
China by Mr. Frank X. Meyer of the 
bureau of plant Industry of the Unit- 
ed States _derartment of agriculture 
has incidentally furnished In 


with shallow, rapid currents wander- 
ing hither and thither across It. ab- 
solutely unnavlgable. But we do not 
have to depend upon written records. 
The dry wells and the wells with wa- 
ter far below tiie former water mark 
bear testimony to the good days of 
the past and the evil days Of the pres- 
ent. 
Wherever'the native vegetation 


lias been allowed to remain—as, for In- 
stance, here and there arouud a sacred 
temple or imperial burying grouud— 
there are still huge trees and tangled 
jungle, fragments of the glorious an- 
cient forests. 
The thick, matted for- 


est growth formerly covered the moun- 
tains to their summits.. All natural 
factors 
favored 
this dense 
forest 


growth, and as long as It was per- 
mitted to exist the plains at the foot 
of the momiUius were among the 
most fertile on the globe, and the 
whole country "was a garden. Not the 
slightest effort was made, however, 
lo prevent the unchecked cutting of 
the trees or to secure reforestation. 
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Doubtless for many centuries 'he tree 
culling by the Inhabitants of the 
mountains worked but slowly in bring- 
ing about the changes that'have now 
come to pass. Doubtless for genera- 
tions the inroads were scarcely no- 
ticeable, but (here came a time when 
Ihe forest had shrunk sufficiently to 
make each year's cutting a serious 
matter, and from that time on tho de- 
struction proceeded with appalling ra- 
pidity, for of course' each year of de- 
struction rendered the forest less able 
to recuperate, less able to resist next 
year's inroad. 


Mr. Meyer describes the ceaseless 


progress 
of 
the 
destruction 
even 


now, 
when there is so little left 


fo destroy. Every morning men and 
boys go out. armed 
with matlock 


or ax, scale the steepest 
mountain 


sides and cut down and grub out, roo 
and branch, the small trees and shrubs 
still to be found. The big trees dis 
appeared centuries ago, so that now 
one of these is never seen save in the 
neighborhood of temples, where they 
are 
artificially protected, and eve; 


here it takes all Uie watch and care ot 
the tree loving priests to prevent their 
destruction. Each family, each com 
munity, where there is no common 
care exercised in the interest of all or 
them to prevent deforestation, Buds its 
profit in the immediate use of the fue 
which would otherwise be used bj 
some other family or some other com- 
munity. In the total absence of regu 
lation of the matter in the interest of 
the whole people each small group is 
inevitably pushed Into a policy of de- 
struction which cannot afford to lake 
thought for the morrow. This Is jusl 
one of those matters which it is fata 
to leave to nnsupervised individual 
control. The forests can only be pro- 
tected by the state, by the nation, aud 
the liberty of action of individuals 
must be conditioned upon "what the 
state or nation determines to be ne9es 
sary for the common safety. 


The lesson of deforestation in China 


is a lesson which mankind should have 
.earned many times already from what 
nas occurred in other places. Denuda- 
tion leaves naked soil, then gullying 
cuts down to the bare rock, and mean- 
while the rock waste buries the bot- 
:om lands. When the soil is gone men 
must go, aud the process does not 
ake long. 
The ruthless destruction of the for 


esls in northern China has brought 
about or has aided lu bringing about 
lesolatlon, just as the destruclion of 
he forests in central Asia aid in bring- 
ng ruin to the once rich central Asian 
•ities, just as the destruction of the 
forests in northern Africa helped to- 
ward the ruin of a region that was a 
fertile granary in Roman days. Short- 
sighted man, whether barbaric, seini- 
civilized or what he mistakenly regards 
as fully civilized, when he has destroy- 
ed the forests has rendered certain the 
ultimate destruction of the land Itself. 
In northern China the mountains are 
now such as are shown by the accom- 
panying photographs, absolutely barren 
peaks. 
Not only have the forests been 


destroyed, but because of their destruc- 
tion the soil has been washed off the 
naked rock. The terrible consequence 
is that it Is Impossible now to undo 
the damage that has been done. Many 
centuries would have to pass before 
soil would again collect or could be 
made to collect in sufficient quantity 
once more to support the old time for- 
est growth. 
In consequence the Mon- 


gol desert is practically extending east- 
ward over northern China. The cli- 
mate b,is changed and is still chanc- 
ing. It has changed even within the 
last hulf century as the work of tree 
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•itt.icn as an appendix to my message 
ccriaiu photographs showing present 
conditions in China.

The 


cities have been, of course, serious);

willy ceased to be navigable. There Is 
testimony that even within tho mem 
ory of men now living there has been 
a serious diminution of the rainfall o 
northeastern China. The level of the 
Sungari river, in northern Manchuria 
has been sensibly lowered during the 
last fifty years, at least partly as the 
result of the indiscriminate cutting o 
the forests forming Its watershed. Al 
most all the rivers of northern Chlnr. 
have become uncontrollable and very 
dangerous to the dwellers along theii 
banks as a direct result of the destruc 
tion of the forests. The journey frou 
Pekiu to .Tehol shows in melancholy 
fashion how the soil has been washed 
away from whole valleys, so that they 
have been converted into deserts. 


In northern China this disastrous 


process has gone on so long -and has 
proceeded so far that no complete 
remedy could be applied. There are 
certain 
mountains In 
China from 


which the soil.Is gone so utterly thai 
only the slow action of the ages could 
again restore it, although of course 
much could be done to prevent the 
still farther eastward extension of the 
Mongolian desert If the Chinese gov- 
ernment would act at,once. The ac- 
companying cuts from 
photographs 


show the inconceivable desolation ol 
the barren mountains In whicb cer- 
tain of these rivers rise—mountains, 
be it remembered, which formerly 
supported dense forests of larches 
and firs, now unable to produce any- 
wood and because of their condition 
a source of danger to the whole couu- 
try. The photographs also show the 
same rivers after they have passed 
through the mountains, the beds hav- 
ing become broad and sandy because 
of the deforestation of the mountains. 
One of the photographs shows a cara- 
van passing, through a valley. 
For- 


merly, when the mountains were for- 
ested, it was thickly peopled by pros- 
perous peasants. Now the floods have 
carried destruction all over the land 
and the valley is a stony desert. An- 
other photograph shows a mountain 
road covered 
with the stoifes and 


rocks that are brought down in the 
rainy season 
from 
the 
mountains 


which have already been deforested 
by human hands. 
Another shows a 


pebbly river bed In southern Man- 
churia where what was once a great 
stream has dried up owing to the de- 
foreslatlou in the mountains. 
Only 


some scrub wood is left, which will 
disappear within a half century. Yet 
another shows the effect of one of the 
washouts, destroying an arable moun- 
tain side, these washouts being due to 
the removal of all vegetation, yet in 
this photograph the foreground shows 
that reforestation is still a possibility 
in places. 


What has thus happened In northern 


China, what has happened in central 
Asia, in Palestine, 
in north Africa, 


in parts of the Mediterranean coun- 
tries of Europe, will surely happen in 
our country if we do not exercise that 
wise forethought which should be one 
of the chief marks of any people call- 
ing itself civilized. Nothing should be 
permitted to stand in the way of the 
preservation of the forests, and it is 
criminal to permit individuals to pur- 
chase a little gain for themselves 
through the 
destruction of forests 


when this deslruclion is fafal to the 
well being of the whole country in the 
future. 


Inland Waterways. 


Action should- be begun forthwith, 


during the present session of congress, 
for the Improvement of our inland wa- 
terways-action which will result in 
giving us not only" navigable but 
navigated 
rivers. 
We have 
spent 


uiudreds of millions of dollars upon 
these waterways, yet the traffic on1 


uoarly all of them is steadily dectin- 
ng. 
This condition is the direct re- 


sult of the absence of any compre- 
icnsive and farseeing plan of water- 
way improvement. Obviously we can- 
lot continue thus to expend the rev- 
enues of the government without re 
urn. 
It is

opinion I heartily concur. The nres 
cut methods not only fan to'give us 
inland navigation, but they are Inju" 
rious to the army as well.

so far as to assert In print that wa- 
terways are not dependent upon the 
conservation of the forests about their 
headwaters. This position is opposecl 
0 all the recent work of the scientific 
bureaus of the government and to the 
general experience of mankind 
A 


physician who disbelieved In vnc'cina 
tion would not bo the right man to 
handle an epidemic of smallpox, nor 
should we leavo a doctor skeptical 
about the transmission of yellow fever 
ay the stcgomyia mosquito in charge 
of sanitation at Havana or Panama, 
ho with the improvement of our riv- 
ers. 
It is no longer wise or safe to 


leave this great work in the hands of 
men who fail to grasp the essential 
relations between navigation and gen- 
o™1 development and to assimilate and 


facts about 
our 


Until the work of river improvement 


is undertaken in a modern way It can- 
not have results that will meet.the 
needs of this modern nation. These 
needs should be met without further 
dilly-dallying or delay. The plan which 
promises the best and quickest results 
is that of a permanent commission au- 
thorized to co-ordinate the work ot all 
the government departments relating 
to waterways and to frame and super- 
vise the execullon of a comprehensive 
plan. 
Under such a commission the 


actual work of construction might bo 
Intrusted to the reclamation service or 
to the military engineers acting with 
a sufficient number of civilians to con- 
tinue the work in time of war, or It 
might be divided between the reclama- 
tion service and the corps of engineers. 
Funds should be provided from cur- 
rent revenues if it is deemed wise, 
otherwise from the sale o£ bonds. The 
essential thing is- that the work should 
go forward under the best possible 
plan and with the least possible delay. 
We should have a new type of work 
and a new organization for planning 
and directing' it. The time for playing 
with our v*terways is past. The coun- 
try demands results.

This purpose in no 
way conflicts with tho educational 
work of the states, but may be made 
of great advantage to the states by

through its broader field of activities, 
Its wider opportunity for obtaining In- 
formation from all the states and from 
foreign countries, is able to <lo that 
which not even the'richest states can 
do and with the distinct additional ad- 
vantage that toe information thus oh' 
talaed is used for the Immediate ben- 
efit of nil our people. 


With the limited means hitherto pro- 


vided the bureau of education has ren- 
dered efficient service, but the con- 
gress has neglected to adequately aup> 
ply the bureau .with means to meet 
the educational growth of the country. 
The appropriations .for tlio general 
work of the bureau, outside education 
In Alaska, for the year 190D are but 
$87,500, an amount less than {hey 
were ten years ago, and some of the 
Important Items in these appropria- 
tions are less than they were thirty 
years ago.

Interstate Fisheries.

On the great lakes we are now, under 
the very wise treaty of April 11 of 
this year, endeavoring to come to an 
international agreement for the preser- 
vation and satisfactory use of tho fish- 
eries of these waters which cannot 
otherwise be achieved. Lake Erie, for 
example, has tho richest fresh water 
fisheries in the world, but it is now 
controlled by the statutes of two na- 
tions, four states and one province, and 
in this province by different ordinances 
In different counties. Ail these polit- 
ical divisions work at cross purposes, 
tud in no case can they achieve pro- 
tection to the fisheries on the ono hand 
and justice to the localities and Indi- 
viduals op the other. 
The case is 


similar In Puget sound. 


But the problem is n.nitc as pressing 


In the Interstate waters of the United 
States. The salmon fisheries of the 
Columbia river are now but a fraction 
of what they/were twenty-nve years 
ago and what they would he now it 
the United States government

ington. 
During

years the fishermen of each state have 
naturally tried to take all they coul<5 
get, and the two legislatures have 
never been able to agree on joint ac- 
tion of any kind adequate in-degree 
for the promotion of IUG fisheries. Al 
the moment the fishing on ths Oregon 
side is practically closed, while there 
Is no limit on the Washington side of 
any kind, and no one can tell whai 
the courts will decide as to the very 
statutes under which this-action and 
nonactiou result. Meanwhile very few 
salmon reach the spawning grounds 


on the one hand and the owners o 
fishing wheels up the river. Tlje fish 


placed under tho civil service law, 
waiving the geographical requirements 
as requested by the director of the ceu- 
sus. Tho supervisors and enumerators 
should not be appointed under the civil 
service law for the reasons given by 
the director.

Redistribution of Bureaus.

Through the practical exterminatio'n 
in San Francisco of disease bearing 
rodents our country has thus far es- 
caped tho bubonic plague. This is but 
one of the many achievements of 
American health officers, and it shows 
what can be accomplished with a bet- 
ter organization than at present exists. 


Public Health. 


The dangers to public health from 


food adulteration and

other sources, such as the menace to 
the physical, mental and moral devel- 
opment of children from child labor, 
should be met and overcome. There 
ara numerous diseases which are now 
known to be preventable which are 
nevertheless not prevented.

monastery of Yuste, in Estrernadura, 
and there lived a cloister life In close 
intercourse with the monks, devoting 
much time to religious exercises. Dur- 
ing this period, prompted, it may be, by 
the example of Cardinal de la ilarck. 
who for several years before bis death, 
In 1528, had annually rehearsed his 
own obsequies, the emperor, in tho 
summer oM55S, formed the resolution 
' 


to celebrate his own funeral before he 
died. 


Accordingly, on x\.ug. 30 of that year, 


the grim farce was carried out with 
the most elaborate ceremonial. The im- 
perial domestics marched with black 
tapes In their hands, and the emperor. 
clad in sable weeds, himself followed, 
wearing his shroud. While the soleftrh 
mass for the dead was sung before th* 
high altar 'in the cathedral Cha«es 
gave up his taper to the priest, typify- 
ing thereby his resignation of life, and 
was solemnly laid his coffin. The cere- 
mony closed with sprinkling holy tfa- 
ter on his body; then, all the attend- 
ants retiring; the doors were shut, aiiit 
Charles rose from his narrow bed aid 
withdrew to his private apartment. 


Tho damping ot the graveclothes In- 


duced a. chill, which, aided no doubt by 
the mental depression caused by ths 
grewsome ceremony, Induced a fever 
which ended in his death three weeks 
later, on the 21st of September, 1558. 


It Was a Dream. 


When a certain divine was a young- 


er man and chaplain at the University 
of Pennsylvania, like other minister* 
who filled that position, he was much 
troubled over the apparent lack of at- 
tention from the students during the 
morning exercises in the chapel.
